NURSERY & CRAFTS _ 


Ithough spring is 

officially several 

weeks away, you 

should begin 

planning your 

outdoor garden 
No, it's not too early at all. In 
fact, this time of year offers 
many advantages. 





Once you know your 
garden plan, you can begin 
buying items. Flower and 
vegetable seed selections 
are at their best now, since 
$0 many people wait until 
spring. The assortment of 
seeds at Frank's is fantastic, 
and the stores generally get 
more crowded in spring, so 
now's a great time to shop.

An anti- 
desiccant serves as a barrier 
to help prevent this water 
loss. 














if a bright, cheery day rolls 
around, make a tour of your 
landscape to check on 
winter mulches. Make sure 
they're still in place, and the 
plants are winterizing well. 
Be sure to check perennials. 
If melting snow or water run- 
off has formed puddles, take 
measures to provide 
drainage, such as by digging 
a mini ditch. Puddles at 
plants’ bases will prevent air 
from reaching roots, and 
when the water freezes 
around their crowns, more 
damage will result. 














Check bulbs, corms and 

- tubers in’storage. Rotted or 
diseased ones should be 
discarded before they affect 
others. If begonia tubers 
have started to sprout, 
remove sprouts that are a 
half inch long or more, as 
they will use up food stored 
in the tuber. Later on, closer 
to the time when rooting 
should be started, new 
sprouts will have developed. 


Some early spring 
flowering bulbs, especially 
those in protected areas 
with southern exposures, 
may begin to grow 





prematurely. Since 
temperatures are 
offing, cover the bulbs with 
three inches of peat or 
vermiculite as soon as the 
tips of the bulbs appear 
above the soil surface, but 
before the leaves begin to 
separate 





If you have started to feed 
the birds, make sure you 
continue to do so. They've 
become dependent on your 
help. Frank's has a wide 
variety of bird seed 
available.

If you absolutely must stop 
feeding the birds, try to do 
so gradually so they can find 
aitmether source of food.

Pruning now will remove the 
flower buds and reduce your 
spring display. Don't prune 
roses yet, though. Wait until 
any danger of winter damage 
is past. 


Another way to make good 
use of a milder day is to 
begin a dormant spray 
protection program for 
plants. Volck oil and lime 
sulfur sprays can be used on 
dormant roses, fruit trees 
and deciduous shrubs to kill 
overwintering insects and 
diseases. To be effective, 
these applications must be 
made before new growth 
begins, and the temperature 
must be above freezing long 
enough for the sprays to 
dry.

Smurfit-Stone shuts down Alton plant

A skeleton crew at 
Smurfit-Stone Corp.’s paper 
mill worked its last day Jan 
29, the final chapter in the 
Alton mill’s shutdown.

At that time, there were 238 
employees, but only about 70 
of them remained on as office 
workers and supervisors. 
Company officials refused to

One office employee said all 
—or nearly all — of the 
workers were finishing their 
jobs Friday at the plant, 
including herself and the 
general manager, who could 
not be reached for comment. 

Corporate offieials in both 
Alton and St. Louis would not 
discuss the closure. 

“We have 300 facilities in the 

States, and I don’t 
at is going on in 
said Tom Lange, 
Smurfit spokesman in St 
Louis. 

Some 185 other employees 
will continue working in 
Smurfit offices at 401 Alton St 

The mill had produced about 
245,000 tons annually of 
corrugating medium, the 
paperboard grade used to form 
the inner, fluted layer of 
corrugated board 

The mill was founded in 1910 
by Martin Williams and 
Crawford Fairbanks. By 1934, 
it had become the largest 
producer of paperboard in the 
United States. The company 
was acquired by Jefferson 
Smurfit Group Limited of 
Ireland in 1979. 

In May 1998, Smurfit merged 
with Stone Container Corp. of 
Chicago. The corporation 
changed its name to 
Smurfit-Stone Container Corp. 
in November and moved its 
headquarters from Clayton, 
Mo., to Chicago. The Clayton 
office remains open. 

In November, the 
Smurfit-Stone board of 
directors approved a major 
restructuring plan that 
included the mothballing 
shutdown of 17 percent of the 
company’s containerboard mill 
capacity, among other 
reductions. 

At that time, company 
officials said the restructuring 
would reduce Stone’s 
employment by up to 10 
percént of its then 36,000 
employees. 

On Dec. 1, the corporation 
announced its intentions to 
close the Alton mill and 
containerboard mills in 

Circleville, Ohio; Jacksonville, 
Fla.; and Port Wentworth, Ga. 

Officials also said two 
market pulp operations would 
be discontinued. Roger Stone, 
president and chief executive 
officer of Smurfit-Stone, said 
the restructuring, including 
employee reductions, were 
necessary for the long-term 
profitability of the company. 

“Consolidation of operations 
is a key part of Smurfit-Stone’s 
overall strategy to achieve 
synergies.’” 

The five mill closures would 
see a total of 1,400 mill 
workers laid off and the 
elimination of 260 staff 
positions, a corporate press 
release said. Se 

This week, the corporation 
announced a net loss of $214 
million during the fourth 
quarter of 1998. The 
corporation had seen a net 


income of $4 million during the 
same quarter of 1997. 

The $214 million loss includes 
charges of $310 million 
associated with the 
restructuring and mill 
closures, the 1998 merger and 
settlement of litigation. 

‘““We worked aggressively to 
reduce inventories, taking 
significant downtime 


throughout the mill system, in 
addition to closing four 
containerboard mills and a 
market pulp facility,” Stone 
said in the release. 

“The cost of this downtime 
and price discounting in 
market pulp and 
containerboard were the 
primary negative factors 
affecting operations.”

Two blue moons this year unusual occurence

The phrase “once in-a-blue 
moon” loses its meaning this 
year with two blue moons 
including one that occ 
Sunday night and one in 
March. 

Blue moon, the name for the 
second full moon in a month, 
has a history of different 
meanings. The term blue moon 
has been around for more than 
400 years, but during that time 
it has been used in several 
different ways 

The current use of the term 
dates from 1937, where it 
seems to have first appeared 
in the Maine Farmers’ 
Almanac, according to the 
University of Virginia’s 
Astrology Department's 

website 
The moon takes 29.5 days to 


make a cycle, so if a full moon 
occurs on the first or second 
day of the month a second full 
moon will occur at the end of 
the month 

February is the only month 
that can-never have two full 
moons. If there isn’t a full 
moon in Februa: which only 
happens every 19 years, then 
there will be two fait moons in 
January and March, which is 
the case this year. 

“It’s simply calendar 
numerology. By definition you 
could never have two full 
moons in the month of 
February,” said Richard 
Schwartz, chairman of the 
physics and astronomy 
department at the University 
of Missouri-St, Louis. 

The most common meaning 
of blue moon is a very 


uncommon event, according to 


Archivist Philip Hiscock’s 
website. This stems from 
events which actually make 
the moon take on a bluish tint. 
Voleanic eruptions and fires 
can send dust particles into the 
air that make the moon appear 
blue. 


“That’s a physical blue 
moon. Because it’s very rare, 
people say, ‘Once in a blue 
moon,’ ’’ Schwartz said. 

In the past, voleanic 
explosions of Indonesia’s 
Mount Krakatau in 1883, 
Mexico’s El Chichon in 1982 
and Moutt St. Helens in 
Washington in 1980 caused the 
moon to appear blue, 
according to the “Star Shack’”’ 
website.

Viagra, the oral pill approved last 
year to counteract impotence, so far has 
been associated with the deaths of 69 
men. This number may not be accurate, 
because it is difficult to prove cause and 
effect in the field of medicine. 

The task of proving the association 
comes down to showing a certain cause 
preceded an effect and that, if the cause 
were to change, then the effect would 
change, too. Based on this criteria, of the 
69 deaths, the true cause is known in 48: 
Two were strokes and 46 were heart 
attacks. 

This new drug has been a boon for 
both the drug company and for many 
men. It also precipitated new decisions 
for health care insurers, who decided 
whether to pay for it 

Early after the drug’s release, there 
were warnings that men with hi t dis- 
ease should not take this drug because of 
known risks. That means either these 
men did not know if they were at risk or 
they decided the risk was worth it. In 
either case, it may show more informa- 
tion and education is needed for anyone 
considering its use. 


The American College of Cardiology 













recently issued a statement suggesting a 
thorough medical examination for any 
man who wants to try Viagra and fills at 
least one of the criteria: 

* Has chest pain or another sign of 
poor blood flow to the heart. 

* Has congestive heart failure and 
low blood pressure. 

* Is taking several drugs to control 
high blood pressure. 

* Has kidney or liver disease or takes 
a medication that affects how long Via- 
gra stays in the body. 

Viagra should not be used by a man 
who takes nitrates in any form — patch, 
under the tongue, topically or capsules. 
Unfortunately,, many men who need and 
desire Viagra are those who already 
have greater risk of heart attack or 
stroke. 

Men and women must talk to their 
physicians about the risks of taking Via- 
gra before the number of those who suf- 
fer dire reactions continues to grow.

Testers warm up soup from jar 


Most people have a favorite Camp- 
bell’s soup from their childhood. The 
company has set out to make those soups 
taste more homemade with its “Simply 
Home” line, ready to heat from 24-ounce 
jars that cost $2.29 at Shop ‘n Save. 
ers tried the garden veg- 
etable, minestrone and 
chicken noodle vari- 
eties. 

One tester was sold on 
their value, in spite of the greater cost 
over canned soup. 

“This is as close to homemade as any 
commercial soup I’ve eaten. The secret 
has to be the glass. Plus, the noodles are 
great. They don’t have that mushy quali- 
ty that they usually get in a can. The 
veggies are crisp and large, also in 
homemade-style chunks, as opposed to 
uniform squares,” she said. 

As a cook who likes to make home- 
made but doesn’t have time for it, she 
likes it for a quick dinner when she and 
her husband come home late from work. 
Previously not a fan of canned soup, he 
likes these varieties. 

She had chicken noodle in the test and 
chicken pasta at home. 

“The only real difference was the size 
of the noodle. It’s shell-shaped in the 
chicken pasta. The broth may have been 
a little thinner, too. The chicken noodle is 
richer, heartier,” she said. 





Another tester thought the chicken 
noodle broth was similar to the canned 
variety and appreciated the carrot and 
celery in chunks. She thought they 
lacked individual flavor though. 

«There were a lot of little squares of 
erick in it, which was a plus,” she 
Said. 

Although he objected to the price, 
another tester gave the garden vegetable 
high praise. 

“I hi ly recommend the garden veg- 
etable. The stock is thick and seasoned 
just right, the twisty noodles tasted fresh 
and weren’t overcooked and the mix 
between the noodles and veggies was just 
right,” he said. 

For another tester, the garden veg- 
etable soup was the “best of the trio.” 

“I thought this was much better, with 
more Italian flavor, than the minestrone. 
The aroma was different than canned 
soup. It had firm, non-uniform veggies 
The spiral pasta had a nice consistency 
with a light tomato broth.” 

The minestrone, for a couple testers, 
was more like canned soup, in spite of 
the firm texture of the shell pasta, pota- 
toes and beans. : 

“I couldn’t find any vegetables in my 
bowl or on the label that made it differ- 
ent from a conventional vegetable soup. 
It should have had more Italian season- 
ing, too,” the tester judged.

Estrogenic food ranks 
as good, healthful bet

trogenic foods echo like 
something John Glenn 
brought back from space, 
but they are simpler than 
they sound. Anyone who 
eats foods the U.S. 
Department of 
Agriculture’s Food Guide 
Pyramid recommends 
probably is eating them 


They are 
WISE WAYS foods 
that 


contain phytoextrogens. 
They usually come from 
plant sources. They are 
simple things like alfalfa, 
wheat, apples, soybeans, 
barley, carrots, cherries, 
corn, oats, pomegranates, 
rice, garbanzo beans, rye, 
hops and sesame. 
Phytoestrogens are 
naturally part of estrogenic 





plant compounds 
differ from estrogens made 
by the body, but behave 
somewhat like it. 
According to Karen 
Chapman-Novakofski, 
associate professor of 
nutrition with University of 
Illinois Extension, 
phytoestrogens may 


decrease a-woman’s risk of 


developing certain cancers, 






such as breast and uterine 

There are several 
different kinds of 
phytoestrogens, including 
coumestans, lignans and 
isoflavones. 

Coumestans are found in 
bean sprouts, red clover 
and sunflower seeds. 


The body makes lignans 
from grains, such as rye 
and wheat, and in seeds, 
like sesame and linseed. 
Isoflavones are found in 
soy, as well as many other 
fruits and vegetables. 


Some health questions on 
estrogenic foods are still 
unclear. 

Researchers do not know 
yet if one type of 


phytoestrogen is better than 


another. 


In addition, the precise 
measurement of 
phytoestrogen in different 
fruits, vegetables and 
grains is still being 
determined. 


Chapman-Novakofski 
concludes that ‘‘at this 
time,-there is no clear 
evidence that women need 
to eat estrogenic foods.

At least three such vehicles were dis- 
layed recently. at the North American 
nternational Auto Show in Detroit. They 

are the Ford Explorer Sport Trac, Lincoln 
Blackwood and Nissan 'T (Sport-Utility- 
Truck). 

Each has a Slight different character. 
The Lincoln is full-tilt luxury, the Explorer 
more practical and the Nissan offers 
something the others do not: a liftgate 
between the bed and the back seat. 

Ford also showed off its F-150 Crew Cab, 
a truck with a full-size back seat. 

_ Reaction to these vehicles has been suf- 
ficiently vigorous for Ford to put them 
into production.

Explorer Sport Trac: 

Back in 1996 Ford debuted this concept 
with the Adrenalin, a concept vehicle that 
made the rounds of various auto shows.

objects such as saddles or golf clubs. 

Available in two-wheel drive, Blackwood 
has a 5.4-liter DOHC V-8 that can tow a 
horse trailer or boat trailer 
_ Appropriate to its luxury heritage, the 
interior is finished in leather and wood. 

F-150 Crew Cab: - 

Ford says its planned F-150 Crew Cab is 
the first under-8,500-pound gross vehicle 
weight (GVW) truck to have full-size back 
doors and a full-size back seat. The cab is 
12-inches longer than the SuperCab, which 
has small side doors hinged at the back of 
the cab. 

It will be built at Ford’s assembly plant 
in Kansas City.

Points & Plugs 
Market research firms 
may know you well

The people who do market research on the preferences 
of motorists study us in amazing detail. They probably 
know whi r you use to flick your turn signal lever 
and the first names of the few drivers who still bother to 
use turn signals. 

The Polk Co., for instance, knows why some people 
stick with the same make of vehicle when buying a new 
Gne and the reasons other people switch to a different 
bran 

A big reason motorists switch to another brand is they 
are buying a different typeof vehicle. Polk’s research 
shows that 73.6 percent of “make defectors” were people 
who moved into a different type of vehicle 42 such as 
trading in a minivan for a sport-utility vehicle 

Of the people who traded in a vehicle of one make for 
another vehicle from the same manufacturer, only 36.7 
peivent did so while switching from one vehicle segment 
0 another. 

The research illustrates the importance of good serv- 
ice and loyalty-building by car dealers. Motorists who 
sted their dealership sales person as a very or critical- 
ly important facet of their buying decision were more 
likely to remain brand-loyal than switch. 
ple who resorted to test drives, consumer maga 
zines and on-line information services for critical infor- 
mation were more likely to defect than remain loyal 

And all this stuff about sport-utility vehicle owners pol 
luting the planet with unnecessary gas consumption and 
exhaust emissions just so they can look trendy? Well, 
another Polk Co. study says half of sport-utility owners 

et another sport-ute when they’re due for a new vehicle 

ecause they like the features of their vehicles. 

Polk says oS percens of sport-utility owners prefer 
their vehicles due to their reliability. (As we all know, 
today’s cars all break down on the way to work every 
morning. ) 

Speaking of breaking down, as a population we are 
getting older. The number of US. citizens ages 55 to 74 
will nearly double in the next 30 years, from about 40 
million to'74 million. To quote Ford Motor: Co., “As peo- 
ple age, their physical capabilities erode. Experts on

Pick contractor carefully 


After planning many thumbnail 
sketches and juggling your finances, 
you've decided to go ahead with that 
home remodeling project you’ve been 
considering. What comes next? 

The next best step is finding the 
Tighe professionals for your remodeling 
job and establishing a comfortable 
working relationship with whomever 
you select. 

When choosing a professional 
remodeling contractor, it’s important 
to do your homework and check the 
experience, credentials and references 
of the candidates, according to J. 
Duncan Brock, president, National 
Association of the Remodeling Industry 
(NARI). 

For homeowners who are planning to 
remodel their home, NARI offers a 
free brochure titled, ‘‘Select a 
Professional Remodeling Contractors.” 


» The brochure provides tips.on selecting 


and working with a professional 
tontractor. Topics covered include 
planning basics, complying with local 
building codes, contractual agreements 
and financing. 

Since a home is a large investment 
worth protecting, thoughtful planning is 
the first thing you should do when 
starting a remodeling project. Look 
over your home and property carefully 
to decide what improvements you want 
and can afford. Think ahead to 
determine your needs in the next few 
years, especially if you have a growing 
family or may have elderly parents 
coming to live with you. Professional 
remodelers can help you during the 
planning phase by outlining options and 
discussing the improvements you can 
make within your budget 

The size and complexity of your 
remodeling budget will dictate the 
types of professionals you need to 
involve — from architects to engineers 
to remodeling contractors * 

For major remodeling projects, such 
as large additions or rearrangin| 
existing space, you probably Sif need 
the services of an architect. Such _ 
projects require construction drawings, 
which architects draft and provide, to 
help the contractor determine his 
budget and obtain permits. 

Some remodeling firms, known as 
design/build companies, have 
architects, engineers and contractors 
all under one roof and can see your 
project Hirongh from first designs to 
completion. If your home improvement 
project is less extensive, it easily.can 
be handled by an experienced 
contractor whose knowledge has been 


oe through years of practical field 
work. 

Check to see if the remodeling 
contractor you are considering is 
bonded and insured. Also, make sure: 
they are currently licensed and in good 
standing with all state requirements. 

Ask for references of people who 
have recently had similar work done. 
Visit their completed jobs and 
interview the homeowners. Find out 
first-hand what it’s like to work with 
the contractor. — 

When you have narrowed your 
selection to the two or three 
contractors who are the right fit for 
your job, you may want to get bids 
from each. Although price may be a 
key determination in contractor 
selection, be sure to weigh all of the 
options. 

When reviewing the contract, be 
certain it includes the contractor's 
name, address, telephone number and 
license number if applicable. It should 
detail specifically what the contractor 
will do and will not do, such as 
protection of your home's property and 
clean-up procedures. The contract 
should also specify all building 
materials chosen, including size, type, 
color, ete. All contracts should include 
the approximate start and completion 
dates of your project. Make sure all 
financial terms, including the payment 
schedule, are spelled out clearly in the 
contract and that you fully understand 
them. 

Your contractor should provide a 
minimum one-year warranty to cover 
workmanship and materials, and 
should be identified as either “‘full" or 
“‘limited.”’ A full warranty stipulates 
that all defective products must be 
repaired or replaced, or your money 
returned. A limited warranty implies 
only certain things are covered and 
under specific circumstances. 

Local building permits are necessary 
when you are changing the structure or 
living space of your home. Allow your 
contractor to obtain them rather than 
getting them yourself. He will know 
your local requirements. *

J. Mark Harrison, executive vice 
president of the Home Builders 
‘Association of Illinois, said the 
approval process of a new subdivision 
ean delay a project for as much as two 
years. 

The association members want to 
work with public officials to develop 
regulations that will not discourage 
builders from developing new housing,
